tered, broken and negleRed, by planting in uncer- 
tain Storics, and Legends, with multitude of Rc- 
ſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemorati- 
ns, and Synodals 3 that commonly, when any 
Book of the Bible was begun, after three or four 
Chapters were read our , all the reſt were unread.

|Church by undiſcreet devotion, and'ſuch a zeal 
'as was without knowledge ; and for becauſe they 
were winked at in the beginning, they grew daily to 
more and more abuſes, which not onely for their 
| Unprofirableneſs, but alſo becauſe they haye much 
[blinded the people, and obſcured the glory of God, 


'are worthy ta be cut away, aud clean rejeted : O- 


viſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerve them 
Rill, as well for a decent order in the Church ( for 
the which they were firſt deviſed ) as becauſe they 
pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in 
the Church (as the Apoſtle tcacheth) ought to be 
referred. 

And although the keeping or omitttng of a Ce- 
remony, in ivelf conſidered, is but a ſmall thing; 
yet the wilful and contemptuous tranſgr-fhon and 
breaking of a common order and diſcipline, is no 
ſmall offence before God. Let all things be done 
among you ( ſaith Saint Paul) in a ſemly and due 
order ; The appoinment of the which order per- 
raineth not to private men 3 therefore no man ought 
to take in hand, or preſume to _ or alter any 
publick or common Order in Chriſts Church, ex- 
cept he be lawfully called and authorized therc- 
unto. 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of mcn 
[are ſo divers, that ſome think it a great matter of 
conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their 
| Ceremonies, they be ſo addiedto their old cu- 

ftoms 3 and again on the other fide, ſome be ſo new 
(fangled, that they would innovate all things, and 
ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, bur 
that is new : It was thought expedient uot ſo much 
to have reſpe& how to pleaſe and fatisfie either of 
; theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and profit them 
both, And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, 
whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain 
cauſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ce 
_ be put away, and ſome retained and kep, 
Iliis 


Some are put away, becanſe the great exceſs and 
mul: itude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter 
days, tht the burthen of them was intolerable ; 
whercot Saint Auguſtine in his time complained 
thar they were grown to ſuch a number, that the 
eſtare of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe con- 
cerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he 


counſclled, that ſuch yoke and buthen ſtould be tas 


ther there be, which although they have been de- *

ken away, 3s time would ſerve quietly ro do it. But! 
what would Saint Auguſtine have ſaid, if he had' 
ſcen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us ;| 
whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not! 
to be compared ? This our exceſlive multitude of 
Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them fo| 
dark , that they did more confound and darken, 
than declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefits unto us.) 
And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a ceremo=| 
nial Law ( as mich of Moſes Law was ) but it is 
a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of =_ 
figureor ſhadow, but in the freedom of the ſpirit 
being content onely with thoſe Ceremonies which 
do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, 
and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dul mind of m 
to the remembrance of his duty to God, by ſom 
notable and ſpecial ſignification,whereby he migh 
be edified. Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſ; 
of the aboliſhmenrt of certain Ceremonies was, That 
they were ſofar abuſed , partly by the ſuperſtiri 
blindre(s of the rade and unlearned, and partly by 
the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought more their; 
own lucre, than the glory of God, that the abu 
_ not well be taken away, the thing remaini 


But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which per: 
adventure will be offended, for that ſome of the ol 
Ceremonies are retained ſtill : If they conſider, t 
without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to k 
any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in the Church,the 
ſhall eafily perceive juſt cauſe to reform their judge 
ments. And if they think much, that any of t 
old do remain, 3nd would rather have all deviſed a" 
new : Then ſuch men granting ſome om_—ne 
convcnient to be had, oy where the old may 
well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the 
old u for their age, without bewraying of thei 
own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather t 
have reverence unto them for their antiquity, ift 
wall declare themſelves to be more fludious of unit 
and concord, than of innovations and new*fangley 
neſs, which ( as much as may be with trug ſxing 
forth of Chriſts Reli __ isalways to be eſchew 
ed. Furthermore, foch all have no juſt cauſc 
with the Ceremonies reſeryed to be oftended. Fo 
as thoſe are taken away which were moſt abuſed,a 
did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe 3 
ſo the other that remain, are retained for a Diſci- 
ou and Order, which (upon juſt cauſcs ) mY 

ealtered and changed, and therefore are not'to bg 
eſtcemed equal with Gods Law. And morcover , 
they be neither daik nor dumb Ceremonies, but ar 
ſo ſet forth, that every man may underſtand thn 
they do mean, and to what uſe they. do ſerve.

as in the Kalendar is appointed. wx 

The New Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond 
Letlons at Morning and Evening Prayer, and ſhall be 
read over orderly every year thrice, belides the Epiſtles 
and Goſpels z except the Apocalypſe, out of which 
there are only certain proper Leſſons appointed upon 
divers Feaſts. . 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every day, 
look for the day of the month in the Kalendar follow- 
ing, and there ye ſhall find the Chapters that ſhall be 
read for the Leſſons both at Morning and Evening 
Prayer 3 Except only the Moveable Feaſts which are 
not in the Kalendar, and the Immeveable, where 
rhere is a blank left in the Column of Leflons 3 the 
proper Leflons for all which dayes are to be found' in 
the Table of proper Leſions. 

And note, that whenloever proper Pſalms or Leſ- 
{ons are appointed 3 then the Pſalms and Leſſons of 
ordinary. courſe appointed in the Pſalter and Kalendar 
(if they be different) ſhall be omitted for thar rime.
